not be filled.

court of appeals, and 5 additional circuit judges for the
ninth cvrcurt court of appeals.

(b) TEMPORARY JUDGESHIPS.—

(1) APPOINTMENT OF JUDGES.—The President
shall appoint, by and with the advice and consent of
the Senate, 2 additional circuit judges for the ninth
circuit court of appeals.

(2) EFFECT OF VACANCIES.—The first 2 vacan-
cies occurring on the ninth circuit court of appeals 10
years or more after judges are first confirmed to fill
both temporary circuit judgeships created by this sub-
section shall not be filled.
